Homelessness in Edmonton 
increased 20 per cent in 2006, accord- 
ing to a count done by the city and 
social welfare agencies. 

Besides investing in more subsi- 
dized housing units, reasonable caps 
on rent increases are one way the 
Alberta government could protect 
renters. Ontario capped rent increas- 
€s at 2.6 per cent in 2007. The rates 
are set each year depending on infla- 
tion. Landlords can apply for further 
increases if they have improved the 
residence. B.C. capped rent increases 
in 2007 at 4 per cent. 

Rents in Edmonton are certainly 
outpacing those figures. In Ontario, 
rent on an $800 a month apartment 
could only rise $20.80 per year. The 
same rent in B.C. could only increase 
by $32 per year. The Canada Mort- 
gage and Housing Corporation 
found Edmonton rents went up 9.9 
per cent on average last year. For the 
same $800 apartment, the Edmon- 
ton’s average increase is $79.20. 

Both Martin and Kolkman hope 
the provincial will implement rent 
increase guidelines. Martin sat on 
the recent affordable housing task 
force and questions why the govern- 
ment has not made their report pub- 
lic. The task force submitted the 
report on March 2 but Premiere Ed 





Stelmach won't release the report 
until May 

The NDP have also called for the 
re-establishment of the Ministry of 
Housing to bring cohesion to the 
scattered municipal, provincial and 
federal housing programs. The min- 
istry was originally set up by the 
Peter Lougheed government during 
the first boom in the 1980s. Martin 
suggests the ministry could disband 
once the crisis has past 


THE MARKET MADE ME DO IT 

While rent increases are very high, 
abuse of the system is very hard to 
prove, says Martin. Still, Norquist 
believes his landlord has used Alber- 
ta’s lack of rent control as a round- 
about way of evicting him. 

Norquist has fought five eviction 
Notices since he moved into the 
apartment at 7235 101 Ave. in 2001 
Two from Realty Canada Inc., which 
he characterized as misunderstand- 
ings that were settled between him- 
self and management. Another three 
eviction notices came from the cur- 
rent owners, Yorkton Management. 
Two evictions were overturned by 
the Landlord and Tenancy Review 
Board, which found in favour of 
Norquist. Another eviction notice for 
major renovations was dropped 
after Norquist lodged an objection. 

Part owner of Yorkton Manage- 
ment, Ben Lui says he and Norquist 
have had many disagreements. Both 
claim the other has abused the land- 
lord-tenant relationship. The board 
of health ordered Norquist to clean 
up his apartment after an inspection 
found pop bottles, soiled carpets and 
a dirty toilet as well as a bad smell 
Capital Health also found the apart- 
ment 10 degrees below the public 
health standard of 22 degrees and 
ordered the landlord to fix the heat- 
ing, as well as water leaks

conseryation probably won't find 
its way into local activists hands, 
says Ross Wein, a retired Univer- 
sity of Alberta forestry professor.

That doesn’t mean we shouldn’t protect them 


DON’T WORRY ABOUT YOUR PETS 
expiring from tainted food: people 
are dying from preventable causes 
in Congo. 

This is the feel-good message 
from BC MP Keith Martin, who 
penned a short letter to TheGlobeand 
Mail recently, making exactly this 
comparison. Martin fairly had his 
ass handed to him in several letters 
to the editor, which pointed out the 
false dichotomy and the gross insen- 
sitivity, not to mention the inanity. 

If this were an isolated incident, it 
would be easy enough to dismiss 
this brain fart from one of the trio of 
losers who sought the Reform/Tory 
leadership but eventually crossed‘to 
the Liberals (while still pushing the 
same policies). 

But this isn’t a mere blip. Animal 
negligence and cruelty have popped 
up repeatedly in the news lately, and 
victories have been few. Earlier this 
month, an animal rescue group in 
Lamont saved a male tabby they 
named Chance, who had been 
soaked in kerosene by some turd 
masquerading as a human being. 
Chance managed to escape a fatal 
match, but other animals have not 
been as lucky. 

Meanwhile, Edmonton’‘s finan- 
cially strapped SPCA waits to move 
into a larger space to accommodate 
the increasing number of animals 
not reaping the benefits of the oil 
boom, with a larger human popula- 
tion leading to more abandoned— 
and euthanized—animals. 

And what are those who would 
lead us doing for some of the most 
vulnerable among us? 


BARKING MAD 

Yet another attempt to significant- 
ly amend federal anti-animal cruelty 
legislation, which has moved little 
since 1892, is in trouble in Ottawa. 
Liberal MP Mark Holland's Private 
Member's Bill C-373 is serious about 
targeting animal abuse and its per- 
petrators, and is identical to bills 
passed by the House of Commons 
under previous governments. The 
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Senate, however, has quashed the 
bill each time, and I have yet to hear 
a peep from Liberal leader Stephane 
Dion telling his Senators, who form 
the majority in the appointed Upper 
House, to fall into line. 

The upper chamber has even got- 
ten creative this session, coming up 
with its own diversionary measure, 
Bill S-213, peddled by Liberal Sena- 
tor John Bryden. Unlike C-373, the 
Senate's bill continues to treat ani- 
mal abuse as merely a property 
crime, maintains loopholes that 
make it difficult to prosecute dog 
fighting and other lethal forms of 
“animal entertainment,” and contin- 
ues to allow stray or feral animals to 
be killed for any reason. 

Why do our governments have so 
much trouble confronting egregious 
cruelty against animals? Yes, part of 
it is allegiance to economic interests

that consider such legislation 
an unnecessary barrier to doing 
business. 

But Keith Martin’s brief missive 
points to a broader underlying prob- 
lem, that substantial slice of public 
opinion that lives to minimize the 
suffering of those who are not their 
Priority, for whatever reason. 

It's the same attitude that stirs up 
the troglodytes to complain that we 
shouldn’t accept refugees or provide 
foreign aid, since we have enough of 
“our own’ to look after. On a civic 
level, it’s the same people who don’t

“The relationship between 
humans and water is largely taken 
for granted in North America. As 
movers we tend to be more aware of 
the fact that we need water. When 
we tire, we need water to drink It 
feels like we are in control of that, 
just go get a drink, but if you really 
think about it, it’s water that controls 
us. We go to the water. Our bodies 
are mostly made of water. Where 
there’s water, there is life.” 

Mile Zero recently worked with 
Japanese dancer Mari Osani (Swept 
Away) who uses a water body tech- 
nique w! Morita finds herself 
coming back to for the movement 
vocabulary of Water’s Edge, before 
she heads to Japan in July to contin- 
ue immersing herself in the tech- 
nique.

The filmmakers seem to think that 
these chat-room sequences are sexy 
possibly because you never know 
who is pretending to be whom, but 
they are boring and borderline nau 
seating, 

The filmmakers actually have 
Miles install a program on Rowena‘s 
computer that reads the chat-room 
sentences out loud in a Bruce Willis 
robot voice! Apparently the film- 
makers were worried that the audi: 
ence members might not be able to 
read fast enough to catch every 
word in the various three word sen 
tences.

Richard Gere is all laugh lines, 
toothy smiles and car-salesman 
bravado as Irving, a frustrated nov- 
elist who feels himself cruelly 
rebuffed by the publishing establish- 
ment. 

Irving concocts a plan to fabricate 
a biography of reclusive billionaire 
Hughes, who hadn't been seen in 
public in more than a decade. Sud- 
denly Irving has the publishers’ 
undivided attention and a huge 
advance to produce the book, but 
the ploy calls for an increasingly 
elaborate web of prevarication, 
forgery, information theft, and other 
feats of unmitigated gall to pull off. 
Luckily for Irving, greed for prestige 
and power clouds judgment on all 
sides and, as he points out, the more 
outrageous the stories he makes up 
to cover his tracks, the more eagerly 
he’s believed. 

Taking a break from his usual 
dreary round of thrillers and roman- 
tic comedies, Gere is a feisty, morally 
ambivalent pleasure to watch in the 
lead, and he's abetted by a superb

Gathering from yourself and the way you 
approach your music, would you consider 
yourself to be a very spiritual person?

It's sort 
of like in every movie where every story has 
a divine moment-—like, for example in Ame- 
lie, when she takes that blind guy around and 
shows him the world by helping him see it and 
then he has that huge epiphany with the light 
and the sky and all that. Every story has that 
moment, and that's what I’m looking for in 
every song. That's what I’m always searching 
for when I play the very first note.

You filmed the video for “Against Myself” 
in Tokyo? 

gihat was:a lot of fun. We started in Tokyo 
and were there for nine days, basically shoot- 


“ing it guerilla-style, just going everywhere and 


finding anything that looked interesting and 
just starting to shoot. Of course, we had a few 
shots that were specific, and the reason we were 
in Tokyo is Shibuya square, which is one of the 
busiest squares in the world. Every minute and 
a half when the green light turns red, about ten 
thousand people pour into the streets, so what 
they had me do is run on a green light for one 


like, “You have to leave now.’ We took all the 
extra stuff off the camera and sort of took se- 
cret shots here and there, which was fun and 
part of the adventure and getting to shoot what 
we wanted to. 


Why did you decide to film in Tokyo? 

I was actually seeing some music people out 
there, but basically the reason was because the 
concept of the video needed a very, very urban 
setting, and the only urban setting we could 
think of was Tokyo. We also needed a really 
serene temple type of setting, preferably a 
Shinto temple or Buddhist temple, and we ac- 
tually ended up.getting both of those. So To- 
kyo just made a lot of sense and we were really 
lucky it worked out. It's such an amazing place 
Traveling like that is one of the most inspiring 
things for me, in songwriting and in life, just 
seeing different cultures. We felt very fortu 
nate to do it 


You are constantly moving im the video. 
What does this represent to you? 

What it represents in my mind is he’s search 
ing—he’s searching for that flame, which ties 
into the whole album concept, but. he’s also 
searching for his soul. He feels this sense of 
lostness, he feels like he’s thrown Himself in 
a foreign environment that he:dgesn’t under- 
stand, He's doing everything he can to find 
some sense of home, so he’s running and run- 
ning and running, and eventually he does find 
it in the sense that he starts slowing down when 
everything was going so fast and crazy, which 
is a way that a lot of people experience life.
